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Police condemn 'despicable'thief 


Fundraiser has money stolen from collection bucket

A BRIDPORT man was 
arrested for stealing a do¬ 
nation pot from a former 
serviceman currently 
pushing a freezer around 
the country for charity. 

Former Royal Navy 
rating Matthew Hollox, 
50, is walking around 
Britain with a deep 
freezer to raise money for 
the National Memorial 
Arboretum and other 
armed services charities. 


Mr Hollox said he was 
attempting the gruelling 
walk to repay the Navy, 
which had helped him 
when he returned to 
“Civvy Street” suffering 
from psychological prob¬ 
lems. 

The cold-hearted thief 
stole around £40 from 
the bright orange collec¬ 


tion bucket after Mr Hol¬ 
lox left his fridge outside 
the library to search for 
accommodation at 
around 5:15pm on Fri¬ 
day, March 13th. 

The 25-year-old thief 
made off down South 
Street before turning left 
into Church Street. He 
has since been released 


on police bail while en¬ 
quires continue. 

Mr Hollox, who served 
in the Royal Navy for 
nine years including a 
spell in the Falklands, is 
attempting to walk the 
3,000 miles in 300 days. 

Mr Hollox said: “The 
Navy helped me get back 
on my feet financially 
and this is my way of 
paying them back.” 

He started his walk in 
his hometown of Notting¬ 
ham on January 12th and 
is aiming to complete his 
“monumental” journey 
on Armistice Day (No¬ 
vember 11th). 

Sergeant John Os¬ 
bourne of Weymouth Po¬ 
lice said this was the 
lowest form of crime 
anyone could commit. 

“Unfortunately we do 
have thefts of charity 
boxes but I think the 
word despicable sums 
this up,” he said. 

“This man is making a 
very worthy effort to 
raise money for a memo¬ 
rial to our troops and 
someone thinks it is right 
to just go out and help 
themselves to their col¬ 
lection bucket.” 

However, a distraught 
Mr Hollox received a 
hero’s welcome at The 
Nag’s Head, Lyme Regis, 
where he stayed on Satur¬ 


day and Sunday evening. 

He was greeted by 
Royal British Legion 
members, including 
branch chairman Ken 
Whetlor and vice-chair¬ 
man and events organiser 
David Manners. 

He said he had chosen 
to do the walk pushing a 


deep freeze cabinet be¬ 
cause it was a convenient 
way of transporting “all 
his worldly goods”.

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AFTER a life away from Beaminster Lesley Acres 
returned to the area four years ago and recently 
married local man and old school friend Patrick 
Rundle. 

In four years Lesley has wasted no time be¬ 
coming part of the community and is now a 
vice-president of Beaminster Wl, secretary of 
the Old Boys and Old Girls Association of 
Beaminster and Netherbury Grammar School 
and treasurer of West Country Embroiderers 
Bridport branch. 

Now retired Lesley has taken on the challenge 
of studying for a City and Guilds in Design and 
Embroidery. 

Lesley is also a keen researcher of both her 
own and local history. 


■ WHAT sort of things do you get up to at the Wl? 

We have monthly meetings and usually have a guest or 
member speak about something they have done. We also 
have a business meeting to start and we do consider some 
quite interesting issues. At the moment it is honeybees, 
which are being threatened. Everyone thinks of Jam and 
Jerusalem when they hear of the Wl but it’s not like that. 
We have a variety of sub-groups and I belong to the bad¬ 
minton group. OK we are all between 60 and 70-years- 
old but we can still play badminton if we want to. There 
are reading groups, a craft group, a theatre group, the list 
is endless really. 

■ WHO would you recommend the Wl to? 

I’d recommend it to anybody new in the area who wants 
to meet people and make friends. We are not all newcom¬ 
ers, although I class myself as a returner not a newcomer. 
There are people who have always been in Beaminster 
and there are newcomers and it’s a good way to meet the 
real Beaminster people. 

The group is open to any age although they are, I have 
to say, mostly older because Beaminster is an older com¬ 
munity. I think most of us in the Wl are probably over 
50. 

■ WHAT are the most interesting talks you have 
had recently? 

We had one from Heather Coley called “Memories of 
India in stitches” which obviously appealed to me be¬ 
cause it was all about the embroidery of India. 

Last year we had four members who had all been in¬ 
volved with the justice system and they all talked about 
the role they had performed. We are repeating that this 
year and are having people who used to work in the 
health service. 

It’s very interesting but we have amusing bits as well. 
The ex-policewoman had a few funny stories to tell. 

■ WHY did you decide to study for your City and 
Guilds later in life? 

I got here, I didn’t know many people and I’d always en¬ 
joyed embroidery but never had time for it. I’d been to 
one-day workshops that were sort of precious when I was 



working but when I retired I had the time to do it. 

■ ANY goals you'd still like to achieve? 

Yes, once I have finished my course I’d quite like to teach 
the odd class. Just a small group or perhaps younger chil¬ 
dren so I can pass the skill on. That could be locally but 
I’m not sure how much interest there would be. My 
mother was a great needlewoman and started me sewing 
early on but neither of my daughter-in-laws sew and one 
of them looks aghast when I ask her for a needle. I think 
it’s something that is dying out basically so it would be 
good to pass on that skill. 
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■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I’m now into local history and the school here had two 
houses, one was Hood and one was Strode. The Strodes 
were the people who lived at Parnham so I would have 
Sir John Strode. The Reverend Samuel Hood was a head¬ 
master of the school and his two sons were both admirals 
of the fleet, hence the Admiral Hood pub in Mosterton so 
I would have him. 

Then I’d probably have Florence Nightingale because 
having worked in a hospital I realise she was quite an in¬ 
fluential lady and it would be intriguing to meet her. 

■ HAVE you discovered anything unusual in your 
past? 

I discovered that my father’s family were very working 
class and gradually they made their way up a little bit 
whereas my mother’s family were yeoman farmers and 
probably they would consider they came down a little bit. 
They all ended up in Swindon working for the Great 
Western Railway and that in itself is quite interesting. So 
nothing very exciting just the odd child that you realise 
was on the way before the couple were married. 

I have written it all down in a book so that if my sons 
begin to wonder about their ancestors they will be able to 
get back further than they probably would on their own. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

“The Lovely Bones” was the last book I read. I read that 
just recently because it’s going to be made into a film. I 
don’t usually listen to CDs, but if I do, it will be old six¬ 
ties tunes. I’m a Radio 4 listener, so usually I’ll have that 
on. The last film I went out to see was “Mama Mia” when 
Moviola brought it to the Public Hall, but I’d quite like 
to see the new Alice in Wonderland film.

BIDDERS in Bridport ensured the town’s mu¬ 
seum will stay fee-free again this year after 
smashing targets at a pledge auction. 

Around £2,000 was needed for the South Street 
collection to continue its free entrance policy for 
the forthcoming season. 

But after a night of, at times, fierce bidding, 
around £2,600 was raised from over 50 lots 
which were donated by local individuals and 
firms. 

Curator Alice Martin said the end figure for the 
Friday night event actually topped £3,500 after 
several cash donations totalling a further £900. 

Denhay Farms, Fowler Industrial Estate and an 
anonymous benefactor contributed £300 each to 
sponsor fee-free months. 

Ms Martin said: “It was such a great night. We 
had about 100 people turn up which was bril¬ 
liant. 

“We’re overjoyed with the wonderful support 
local businesses have given us - without them it

would not have been possible. And it was great 
to see so many friends, supporters and volunteers 
turning up on the evening. 

“It may have been hard on the cheque book but 
they have at least guaranteed the museum will 
stay free.” 

Auctioneer Jim Rowe of estate agents Symonds 
& Sampson said it had been a pleasure for him 
to raise money for such a good cause. 

He said: “We got off to a great start with a £100 
voucher for Mark Hix’s restaurant being sold for 
£ 110 . 

“And we had many other great bids including 
a week’s long holiday let in Chamonix went for 
£300 and a flight over Dorset for £100. 

“In total we got a magnificent £2,661 from all 
the bids - which all went.” 

Other popular bids were a bread-making course 
at Feakers for £110; a portrait by internationally

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PLANNERS hoping to re-shape 
West Dorset’s bicycle network in 
the next 15 years have been 
buoyed by a huge response from 
residents desperate to saddle up 
safely. 

Over 950 suggestions for easier 
and safer bicycling routes were put 
forward by residents during an ini¬ 
tial consultation by Dorset County 
Council. 

The suggestions are now being 
“cleaned-up” to define a set of 
paths, which will eventually con¬ 
nect towns and villages, making it 
safer for commuters to bicycle 
within a ten kilometre radius of 
their homes. 

All the ideas will be put into a 
ranked hierarchy subject to a “Best 
Value” score, determined by those 
offering the greatest number of 
safe and convenient bike journeys 
to essential services such as 
school, work, shops and doctors. 

Adam Bows, DCC’s principal 
transport planner, said: “We know 
that people in Dorset don’t cycle as 
much because they are scared of 
traffic, so the idea is to put in a 
safer transport site to encourage 
people to cycle. 

“We know roughly what town’s 
have trips of 10 kilometres or less. 
And what towns are less con¬ 
nected.” 

However, Mr Bows said DCC 
was entering a period of huge cuts 


in transport expenditure, which 
may have a serious impact on what 
parts of the multi-million pound 
scheme they could deliver. 

The second part of the planning 
exercise will be held in the au¬ 
tumn, with residents able to com¬ 
ment, for example, on where a new 
crossing should be or how certain 
junctions can be improved. 

Once those suggestions have 
been collated the process will 
again use the interactive mapping 
tool, displaying the prioritised 
routes, to allow residents a further 
say on the scheme. 

Mr Bows said the autumn con¬ 
sultation would look to establish 
what the proposed routes would 
look like and take suggestions for 
off and on road routes. 


During that consultation the de¬ 
fined network will show where all 
the routes sit in terms of Best Value 
score on a league table so it’s eas¬ 
ier to understand. Some cycle 
routes have already been identified 
in local planning documents or 
previous local consultations. 

These routes will be added to the 
new proposals and all will be sub¬ 
ject to a robust cycle network ap¬ 
praisal process to identify which 
have the greatest potential to meet 
government and local objectives. 
These objectives are: 

• Supporting economic growth; 

• Reducing emission of 
greenhouse gases; 

• Promoting greater equality; 

• Contributing to better safety 
and security and health.

The parish council bought and re¬ 
furbished the existing village shop 
and Post Office in 2008, which is 
now run by a management com¬ 
mittee through an Industrial and 
Provident Society (IPS). 

Money for the project was 
granted from the Plunkett Founda¬ 


tion, a charitable organisation that 
helps communities to control is¬ 
sues important to them through 
community ownership. 

The foundation matched the 
community’s fundraising of 
£20,000, and a further £20,000 
loan from the Co-operative Com¬ 
munity Finance Bank ensured the 
initial success of the shop. 

Chief executive of the Plunkett 
Foundation Peter Couchman, said 
he was overwhelmed with the 
number and variety of shop repre¬ 
sentatives that had came to the 
launch. 

“Thorncombe is a fantastic ex¬ 
ample of what a shop can do. If we

come together to talk we can start 
to believe more in what you 
achieve,” he said. 

“We are at the stage that rural 
communities can save their shops. 
In the last year communities have 
saved 10 per cent of shops that 
would have closed. 


“The Plunkett Foundation devel¬ 
oped this network to become the 
centre of rural owned shops, so 
they can talk to each other and 
raise concerns that they may 
have.” 

Shop volunteer Oliver Letwin, 
MP for West Dorset, said: “If you 


think serving in a shop is good for 
your health, you are wrong. People 
come here to buy things they want 
at the best prices in Britain. 

“My personal experience here is 
it builds community feeling as its 
bringing people together.”

Is council losing its pride? 


FRUSTRATED councillors drew a 
blank as to where new housing in 
Bridport could and should be lo¬ 
cated. 

At the last town council plans 
committee, West Dorset District 
Council had asked councillors to 
suggest potential sites in the area 
suitable for new housing. 

However, a feeling of constantly 


having suggestions overruled by 
the district council left members of 
the town council’s Best Value, 
Scrutiny and Bridport and West 
Bay Town Plan Sub-Committee 
unenthusiastic. 

Councillor Keith Cast said: 
“Time and time again this particu¬ 
lar subject comes up and the local 
people who vote are quite frus¬ 


trated, and many occasions what 
we suggest is overruled by the dis¬ 
trict council and I wonder what 
good we are.” 

The request by WDDC is part of 
its strategic housing land assess¬ 
ment annual exercise. 

The sub-committee noted that 
WDDC had undertaken a survey 
into potential new sites in the dis¬ 
trict and considered the process by 
which suggestions could be made. 

The recent plans committee made 
no new suggestions during their 
last meeting. 

Speaking of the request, Council¬ 
lor Charles Wild said: “There’s a 
allocation for Dorchester and the 
rest of the district, including Brid¬ 
port, as we know with the South 
West Quadrant. 

“A lot (of suggestions are) liable 
to be contentious with councillors 
in different parts of the town. It’s 
quite likely some councillors will 
be disappointed depending on 
where they live or represent. 

“So it’s difficult even for the 
town council, but the district coun¬ 
cillors are looking, for example, 
for land owners who might want to 
offer land for housing.” 


A LOSS of pride and dignity 
amongst councillors during offi¬ 
cial Bridport Town Council busi¬ 
ness was highlighted during a 
meeting. 

Concern was raised that some 
councillors did not show the 
mayor enough respect and a loss 
of tradition was beginning to 
creep into formal council meet¬ 
ings. 

The mayor, Councillor Martin 
Ray, remained tight-lipped as the 


topic was debated amongst 
members of the Best Value, 
Scrutiny and Bridport and West 
Bay Town Plan Sub-Committee. 

Committee chairman Sandra 
Brown said: "I just think some¬ 
how we've lost our pride in 
things. Quite a lot of people who 
address the mayor don't stand 
up. 

"I think things have slipped a 
little bit. I'm not saying the 
mayor has taken umbrage, but I 


think we've lost some dignity." 

Councillors also raised the 
question of whether they should 
turn to face the public whilst at 
meetings. 

Councillor Charles Wild said he 
was keen to "get back up to date" 
and have council members fac¬ 
ing the public. 

Councillor Geoff Ackerman 
summed up feelings by saying:"l 
like ceremony and tradition. 
That's just how I am." 


Town council seeks new status 

INCREASED powers are at the heart of plans for the transition of 
Bridport's town council into a "Power of Wellbeing" status. 

The hope is to gain the status before May, when the current coun¬ 
cil year finishes, in a bid to gain more control and powers to act for 
the town's residents. 

Councillors attending the town council's Best value, Scrutiny and 
Bridport and West Bay Town Plan Sub Committee heard how they 
were now in a position to apply for the status. 

If successful the application will enable the council to release the 
restrictions on what they can and cannot do at town council level. 

Town Clerk Bob Gillis said: "It means that the town council will be 
able to potentially make it able to deliver more services locally and 
do more things it is currently restricted to do. 

"Something like the affordable housing scheme, even if we had 
the money, legally we currently have no power to support it, but 
with the power of wellbeing, that would allow us to support some¬ 
thing like that. It just widens the scope of town council to act for 
the town."

Empty premises 
are still a cause 
of concern 


RE: The Three Cups 
and The Old Swan 

THESE two licensed prem¬ 
ises continue to generate a 
lot of concern (and rightly 
so) on the part of the peo¬ 
ple of Lyme Regis and 
Toller Porcorum, so much 
so that I would like to spell 
out the position to date as I 
see it. 

At the outset, let me say I 
fully support the aspira¬ 
tions of the two campaign 
bodies, and I have made 
this clear when speaking at 
the public meeting in Lyme 
Regis in October last year. 

However, whilst sharing 
the concerns and frustra¬ 
tions of the public in bring¬ 
ing these premises back 
into use at the earliest op¬ 
portunity and restoring 
such community facilities, 
we are not too hasty in our 


endeavours of resolving the 
problem and finish up with 
egg on our faces! 

The district council has 
various powers to compul¬ 
sorily acquire land, and 
whilst the making of an 
Order for Compulsory Pur¬ 
chase is pretty straight for¬ 
ward, to get it confirmed by 
the Secretary of State, the 
district council would have 
to satisfy him that not only 
did it have an arrangement 
in place to pass the prop¬ 
erty onto an organisation 
that would transform the 
premises, but that it would 
have to demonstrate that all 
other possibilities have 
been exhausted, including 
negotiating with Palmers to 
improve the land. 

To date Palmers ap¬ 
pointed consultants to look 
at the viability of returning 
The Three Cups to use as a 


hotel either as it is at the 
moment or by rebuilding 
the rear part. 

Their conclusion was that 
it would not be economi¬ 
cally viable because of the 
very high reconstruction 
costs. 

However, the district 
council is to have the report 
independently reviewed to 
be satisfied the assump¬ 
tions made are accurate. 

These are very con¬ 
tentious and controversial 
matters and ones that will 
give us many painstaking 
hours to resolve. 

However, pressure will 
continue to be brought on 
Palmers to accept their re¬ 
sponsibility as a property 
owner.

Col fox pupils help ready 
plans for school extension 


STUDENTS at The Sir John 
Colfox School have been 
helping finalise plans for a 
new £450,000 extension set 
to boost post-16 opportuni¬ 
ties in West Dorset. 

The school has been suc¬ 
cessful in its bid to the De¬ 
partment for Children, 
Schools and Families and is 
now able to offer a Dipolma 
in Hospitality and Catering. 
The course extends to stu¬ 
dents from the West Dorset 
Rural Federation of Schools 
and Colleges incorporating 
Beaminster and Woodroffe in 
Lyme Regis. 

In order to provide the 
course the school must offer 
an industrial kitchen, a func¬ 
tional cafe/restaurant, a 
teaching area, reception and 
IT facilities. 

The school has also submit¬ 
ted a bid to deliver a 
Diploma in Business Admin¬ 
istration and Finance. 

The new vocational course 
will add to the 26 AS and A 


levels and two BTEC courses 
currently on offer. 

Headteacher Kay Taylor 
said: "This would be a good 
chance to develop our post 
16 opportunities and this 
area is of course strong on 
hospitality, catering, travel 
and tourism. 

"We thought if we can put 
together a package that 
wraps some of those areas 
together that would be a re¬ 
ally good thing to offer some 
of the students here." 

The full plans for the exten¬ 
sion have not yet been de¬ 
cided and teachers last week 
turned to the students for 
advice with a "Dragon's Den" 
competition. 

Each school house was 
given a tour of the proposed 
site and plans before being 
asked to prepare a presenta¬ 
tion on what they would like 
to see. 

Mrs Taylor said: "I thought 
the children were excellent 
and there was a lot of really 


good ideas which I know we 
want to take forward. I think 
it's important that we do in¬ 
volve them in decisions like 
this. I like the idea of a school 
radio, I like the idea of a per¬ 
formance area and I like the 
idea of displaying school art 
work there. I thought those 
were all very good ideas." 


Work on the new exten¬ 
sion, subject to planning 
consent, is set to begin in 
May and must be completed 
by August 31st this year in 
order to meet the funding 
criteria, meaning the new fa¬ 
cility will be ready for the 
new school year in Septem¬ 
ber 2010.

"We would like the borough gardens to be 
something nice for the town."

BRIDPORT TLC is to downsize and become a charity 
group after they failed to find funding from local au¬ 
thorities. 

Local authorities were unable to support the group 
with financial backing but donations from a number 
of people, businesses, and community organisations 
means that the community waste project will continue 
to operate. 

“It has been quite a fraught and unsettling couple of 
months but we have come to the decision that, having 
already come so far and done so much in four years, 
we have to adapt and adjust in order to continue” said 
project founder and co-ordinator Leon Edwards. 

“The response from our appeal has been really heart¬ 
ening with most of the shortfall in running costs being 
met by our business membership, generous donations 
from Brit Valley Rotary Club, Bridport Lions and 
many individuals including Oliver Letwin and Mar¬ 
garet Morgan-Grenville. 

“We are also very pleased to have made arrange¬ 
ments with a local businessman to trade our cardboard 
to make recycled solid fuel bricketts which we can sell 
to raise funds for a new collections vehicle.” 

The group has had to relocate their community 
workshop but their landlord Haywards & Co have 
kindly assisted them with conducive rents for the tran¬ 
sitional year ahead. 

“We are re-constituting ourselves as a charitable 
company called ‘Bridport TLC - Community Re¬ 
source & Recycling Project’ and have had local offers 
of help to make this happen” said Tess Dickson, who 
runs the groups Scrapstore. 

“Although we deliver valuable services and facili¬ 
ties, despite all being volunteers and ticking all the 
local councils policy boxes regarding waste reduction, 
climate change and sustainability, it seems that to 
qualify for local authority funding you have to be a 
charitable organisation and not a grassroots commu¬ 
nity group”. 

The only council to respond with support was 
Chideock Parish Council although Bridport’s district 
and county councillor Karl Wallace is working hard 
to find further funding for the group. 

Councillor Wallace said: “We need to show support 


for Bridport TLC. Having read in the press and seen 
what they do it is so important and I can’t praise them 
enough for what they do. 

“Leon doesn’t just talk about doing things he actu¬ 
ally gets out there and does them. I am doing my hard¬ 
est to see what I can do for them and I am trying to 
find other sources of funding for them. 

“They have a lot of volunteers down there, some of 
which have disabilities and learning difficulties, and 
they do some great occupational therapy and rehab 
work.” 

The Bridport Town Council discussed the centres ap¬ 
peal for funding at the Best Value Scrutiny and Town 
Plan sub-committee. 

Bridport town clerk Bob Gillis said: “Members dis¬ 
cussed the report and emphasised that they supported 
the work of TLC. It was asked what approaches for 


funding had been made to the waste and recycling au¬ 
thorities - the district council and county council. It 
was also noted that assistance had been offered to pre¬ 
pare funding applications to other funding bodies. 

“However, for these applications to be considered 
and for the Town Council to consider funding support, 
TLC would need to be formally constituted, as well as 
provide additional financial information. It was under¬ 
stood that TLC was seeking legal advice to enable 
them to be established as a community interest com¬ 
pany. 

“Whilst emphasising their support and appreciation 
of the work of TLC, the sub-committee generally felt 
that more information was required before they could 
consider the funding request.”

Not many takers for new taxi service 


AN experimental trans¬ 
port service in Eype has 
just a few months to 
prove its worth following 
a poor take up rate in the 
first four weeks. 

Just six people have 
used the shared taxi con¬ 
necting Eype with Brid¬ 
port since the scheme 
launched last month. 

It was hoped the serv¬ 
ice would provide an in¬ 
valuable link to Bridport 
for villagers who cur¬ 
rently only have one 
shop in the village, and 
elderly people requiring 
health care. 

The village previously 
had two busses a week, 
but all transport links 
with Bridport were fin¬ 


ished around 10 years 
ago. 

Parish councillor Sel- 
wyn Holmes said: “I re¬ 
member when the village 
had a bus service, then a 
taxi service, so it’s good 
to see it come back. 

“There are a few people 
in the village that have 
no transport. It’s a link to 
Bridport, and once there 
you can get anywhere.” 

The taxi leaves Eype at 
9:30am on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays and travels 
to a number of locations 
in Bridport, including the 
hospital and health centre 
before returning from 
Bridport at 12:30pm. 

A fare of £1.50 is 
charged each way but 


holders of West Dorset 
District Council conces¬ 
sionary fare passes will 
be able to use them on 
the service. The taxi must 
be booked in advance by 
phoning 0845 2410 117 
at least an hour before 


the departure time. 

The booking line is 
open between 8.40am 
and 5.20pm Monday to 
Thursday and until 3pm 
on Fridays. The Saturday 
journeys will need to be 
booked on Fridays.

Laughter is the best medicine 


THIS week View reporter TOM GLOVER talks 
to Bridport's answer to Patch Adams, former 
clown doctor LEON EDWARDS, about his life 
clowning around and his battle to save the 
planet with green initiative BridportTLC 


A S the oldest in a 
large family of 
five being raised 
by a single mum, Leon 
Edwards quickly be¬ 
came aware of making 
the most of what was 
around him. 

He credits his mother 
for instilling this attitude 
into him and her influ¬ 
ence remains today. 

“Being a single mum 
in the Seventies was 
quite hard and she had a 
make do and mend 
ethos about her, a very 
post war attitude to re¬ 
sources being invalu¬ 
able. I used to get 
embarrassed by her 
jumping into skips to 
pull things out and now 
I embarrass my children 
with the same thing,” he 
said. 

“I owe most of it to 
my mum, my attitudes 
towards fairness and 
equality and the fact that 
there is one earth, one 
big rock spinning in 
space that we are 
charged with looking 
after and that should be 
our main mission.” 

Having left school at 
16 Leon went to study 
for a mechanical engi¬ 
neering apprenticeship, 
but just months from 
completing his four- 
year course, Leon 
dropped out to join the 
circus. 

“I left to join a circus 
troupe called Circus 
Dropalot,” he said. 

“Juggling and circus 
skills were an interest of 
mine, that is how I 
would while away my 
weekends and evenings. 
When they were offered 
a tour of festivals that 
summer it meant leav¬ 
ing my engineering ap¬ 
prenticeship, which I 
quite happily did.” 

During that summer 
season Leon spent a lot 
of time passing on his 
circus skills to children 
and decided that this 
was probably his forte. 

Inspired by his work 
with children Leon be¬ 
came the first man to 
complete a course at the 


Nursery Nurses college in 
Bristol. 

After four years honing 
his skills in Bristol, Leon 
moved to Croydon to be 
with his partner of the 
time. Leon found work as 
a community care co-ordi- 
nator but subsidised his in¬ 
come with juggling 
workshops and children’s 
parties. 

Through a combination 
of his circus skills and 
childcare qualifications 
Leon then found himself 
being headhunted to be¬ 
come the country’s first 
clown doctor, Dr. 
Leonardo, with a post at 
London’s Great Ormond 
Street Hospital. 

“There is all sorts of re¬ 
search showing that laugh¬ 
ter therapy is a very good 
healer and so twice a week 
I would go in and do my 
rounds of the wards visit¬ 
ing sick children and mak¬ 
ing them laugh. 

“A big part of it was for 
the benefit of the parents 
because the parents would 
see their child, who most 
the time was in pain or dis¬ 
tress, laughing and relax¬ 
ing. It made a massive 
difference to parents as 
well as the children,” he 
explained. 

As the country’s first 
clown doctor Leon, under 
his stage name Leon Sea, 
began to develop quite a 
high profile in the industry, 
but with two young chil¬ 
dren of his own, the emo¬ 
tional drain of the job 
became too much. 

Leon was still very much 
in demand and was booked 
for a number of TV ad¬ 
verts, extra parts and high 
profile parties. 

“My one big regret was 
that I turned down the op¬ 
portunity to be the clown 
in Oasis’ Wonderwall 
video. I’d been pre-booked 
for a children’s nursery 
event slightly nearer on 
that day and I had to be 


professional and say no 
but I passed it on to a col¬ 
league who came back 
very full of himself with t- 
shirts and signed stuff. 
And of course it was such 
a brilliant single that Won¬ 
derwall song. I don’t have 
many but that’s a little re¬ 
gret.” 

Leon’s busy work sched¬ 
ule began to put a strain on 
his marriage and so he 
took the opportunity to 
move with his family to 
Dorset, to raise his two 
young boys in the country. 

Unfortunately Leon’s 
marriage still came to an 
end but he takes his 
parental responsibilities 
very seriously. From the 
outset he has shared an 
equal parenting arrange¬ 
ment with his ex-wife and 
the split led him to become 
a telephone volunteer for a 
group called “Families 
Need Fathers”. 

Leon then became an un¬ 
paid community worker in 
Bridport. During his time 
Leon worked on the “Re¬ 
turn of the Native” maga¬ 
zine, co-ordinated the 
Culture Forum for Brid¬ 
port and was a major 
player in both the “stop 
Safeway’s expanding” and 
the “local market not su¬ 
permarket” campaigns. 

Leon then met Tess 
Dickson, now his business 
partner at Bridport TLC. 

He said: “I can’t speak 
highly enough of Tess, 
she’s a wonderful woman. 
We shared the same cre¬ 
ative and environmental 
ideas and objectives and 
we both like to play and 
perform and make things 
and this project grew from 
our interest in doing the 
right thing regarding 
waste.” 

Bridport TLC was setup 
and their first project was 
to find a use for a major 
waste product in West 
Dorset, vegetable oil. 

The centre began turning 


the oil into a more environ¬ 
mentally friendly bio-fuel, 
which it provides to a 
number of businesses and 
delivery vehicles in the 
area. 

“Our bio diesel produc¬ 
tion in the last four years 
has reduced Co2 by over 
100 cubic tonnes. It’s still 
very small but it means 
that our air is cleaner and 
the air that our children 
breathe is marginally 
cleaner than it might be if 
that fuel had been dinosaur 
diesel,” he explained. 

“This project just grew 
from there and more and 
more people kept coming 
down and suggesting 
things and we can’t resist a 
challenge.” 

The project aims to find 
waste streams for various 
materials particularly ones 
that local authorities do not 
offer to recycle. 

“It’s quite hard to collect 
all the different recyclable 
materials there are in a 
rural community, one of 
the reasons they don’t col¬ 
lect plastic is because you 
will be creating more car¬ 
bon by travelling back¬ 
wards and forwards with 
lorry’s full of air and very 
little weight in plastic bot¬ 
tles,” he said. 

“We didn’t want to dupli¬ 
cate anything; we wanted 
to find waste streams for 
those smaller things like 
cooking oil, aluminium 
foil, plastic milk bottle 
tops. We have kept two 
and a half tonnes of plastic 
milk bottle tops out of 
landfill in the last two 
years since we started that 
scheme and it all adds up. 

“For every ton we save 
from landfill that saves the 
local council over £50 in 
landfill tax. We have kept 
over 1,000 tonnes of recy¬ 
clable materials out of 
landfill where they would 
have gone had we not been 
collecting them.” 

Leon may have taken an 
unorthodox route to where 
he is now but he wouldn’t 
change it. He admits that 
even his time as a mechan¬ 
ical engineer came in very 
handy when setting up 
projects like the bio-diesel 
processor. 

“I don’t regret having 
done anything; like any¬ 
one, our experiences in life 
shape us to who we are 
now and I think the areas 
of work I’ve worked in 
have given me quite a 
comprehensive education. 

“Being a clown and a 
street performer is what 
gave me the best insight 
into human beings because 
you have to work really 
quickly when you’re doing 
that. You have to think and 
analyse and find common 
ground with people. Peo¬ 
ple either have that or they 
don’t and I think I realised 
that’s what my strength 
was.” 

Bridport TLC prides it¬ 
self on being an open and 
inclusive organisation and 
has around 30 volunteers 
from different walks of life 
and different social needs. 

Among those are a team 
of volunteers from the 
towns “Fisherman’s Arms” 
day centre.

“It’s important for us to 
be supporting all aspects 
of Bridport society. We are 
an inclusive organisation 
and people here aren’t 
judged, I think one of the 
nice things about it is it’s 
nice and safe and people 
from all walks of life can 
be proactive and do some¬ 
thing useful and not be 
judged,” he said. 

“The guys from the Fish¬ 
erman’s Arms have been 
really instrumental in pro¬ 
gressing the workshop and 
the re-use scheme, repair¬ 
ing electrical items and, if 
you can’t repair them, then 
stripping them down and 
making plugs and cables 
and leads and fuses and 
stuff available to local peo¬ 
ple. If it ain’t broke don’t 
fix it but if it is broke then 
re-use it.” 

The TLC was recently 
saved from closure thanks 
to great support from a 
number of local organisa¬ 
tions, showing how much 
the centre is valued in the 
town. 

Leon does admit he 
would like to take it easy 
one day soon and begin to 
have a bit more fun again 
with his performing but 
there are still a few issues 
he would like to see ad¬ 
dressed in Bridport. 

“Resolving the new 
Waste and Recycling Cen¬ 
tre location should be the 
most burning issue for 
local councillors,” he said. 

“Certainly more impor¬ 
tant than encouraging and 
allowing a Lidl to be built, 
and of far more relevance 
to local residents than the 
Town Hall development. 
Apart from that, Bridport 
is thankfully blessed with 
loads of innovative, cre¬ 
ative and interesting ‘do¬ 
ers’ that make things 
happen.”

It has 
been a tea room since 1902 and has been superbly and 
sympathetically renovated by the current owners, Derek 
and Deborah Dailey, including the refurbishment of the old 
gas lamps which still work. 

They also found a copy of the Abbot's Bible with a 15th 
century cover over a 12th century manuscript, lodged up 
the main chimney. 

Derek is a chef and prepares most of the food which he 
tries to source from local farms and producers in the coun¬ 
try. All of the cakes and scones are baked fresh every morn¬ 
ing, and they serve good, hearty breakfasts from 7.30am to 
10.00am. 

As well as the traditional 'cream teas' there is always 
homemade soup of the day, a wide selection of sandwiches 
and hot baguettes and a daily'specials' board. 


The building is also a favourite for paranormal investiga¬ 
tors and is said to be one of the most haunted places in 
England!

and marched to Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five 
Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were 
executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and im¬ 
prisoned in theTower of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, probably of natural causes. 
Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned 
while in the Tower and 
that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Court- 
room-now the Oakroom.

Cash's last stand 


THE combination of Rick Rubin and Johnny Cash was always seen as a lit¬ 
tle odd, especially when they first got together. Here was Rubin, known 
as a producer for the likes of the Beastie Boys and Red Hot Chili Peppers, 
working with an icon of country music. Hard rock and rap couldn't be fur¬ 
ther from the type of tunes the public were used to hearing from J.R. Cash. 

But looking back, I don't see why anyone should have been that sur¬ 
prised. Cash was always a rebel - the black sheep of the country scene, if 
you like - and was never scared of taking risks. 

Rubin on the other hand, back in 1994, could have worked with anyone 
he liked but saw the opportunity to revitalise the career of an all time great 
too good to miss. 

Cash wasn't exactly on the scrapheap - he'd just guest starred on the 
most recent U2 album of the time, Zooropa - but the major labels weren't 
interested in him and his fan base came strictly from the world of country. 
Rubin could potentially damage his reputation whilst Cash could alienate 
the fans he had left. If there were risks, they were being taken by both 
men. 

As it turned out, the partnership of Rubin and Cash was a huge success 
- both commercially and critically. Their first collaboration, simply named 
American Recordings (after Rubin's record label) was a modest affair. Most 
of the tracks featured just guitar and voice, and were recorded in Cash's 
living room; two of them - 'Tennesse Stud' and 'The Man Who Couldn't 
Cry' - were taken from a gig at Johnny Depp's L.A. nightclub, the Viper 
Room. Cash was back and in a big way. He was getting serious airtime on 
MTV and even secured himself a slot at the Glastonbury Festival. 

In 1996 Cash recorded another album with Rubin, Unchained. This record 
had a fuller sound, with Tom Petty and the Heartbreakers acting as Cash's 
backing band. It also changed focus with cover versions definitely taking 
preference over original material, a trademark of Cash's work for American 
Recordings. Cash could take a well known song - although often one he'd 
never heard until Rubin had introduced it to him - and quite simply make 
it his own. 

Unchained featured songs written by the likes of Beck and Soundgarden 
and, Heartbreakers besides, guest appearances from artists as diverse as 
Flea from the Chili Peppers and both Mick Fleetwood and Lindsey Buck¬ 
ingham from Fleetwood Mac. The record won Best Country Album at the 
following year's Grammy Awards. 

Although Cash became seriously ill in 1997, he released a further two 
album in his lifetime. American III: Solitary Man came in 2000 and featured 
songs by the likes of Neil Diamond, U2 and Nick Cave. American IV: The 
Man Comes Around followed two years later. In my mind, one of the best 
albums of the last decade. 

On the surface, the combination of endless guest stars and cover ver¬ 
sions on a fourth album with Rubin could have been too much; not a bit 
of it - it's a real classic. From Chili Pepper John Frusciante's guitar on the 
cover of Depeche Mode's 'Personal Jesus,' to Cash's stunning take on Nine 
Inch Nails' 'Hurt' - this is a record that ticks every box. 

Cash died in September 2003, less than four months after his wife, June. 
Since then, Rubin's archives have already been raided twice. The box set 
Unearthed was released in the November after Cash's death, featuring five 
CDs of material - four of which contained previously unheard material - 
recorded during the sessions for Cash's first four American albums. 

American V:A Hundred Highways hit the stores in 2006. This was the first 
chance anyone had to hear songs recorded after American IV. The standard 
was still good with highlights including a take on Bruce Springsteen's 'Fur¬ 
ther On (Up The Road)' and 'God's Gonna Cut You Down' (a traditional 
number Moby had sampled for his tune 'Run On'). 

Now we have American VI: Ain't No Grave (released last month) and - 
amazingly - it still doesn't sound as if Johnny's barrel is being scraped. 

The voice may sound a little weaker in places but the opening lines of 
"Go down yonder Gabriel / Put your foot on the land and sea / Now blow 
your trumpet boy until you hear from me / There ain't no grave gonna 
hold my body down" are enough to send a shiver down the spine. 

It may sound a little formulaic after five previous albums and a box set, 
but the standard is so close to that of what has gone before, you can only 
stand and applaud Cash for being able to make such fantastic music so 
near to his end. 

And hats off to Rick Rubin too. Without him, the legacy of Johnny Cash 
would have been far, far less. , , ^ .

THE PASSION OFTHE 
BEAMINSTER SINGERS 

WITH a growing reputation well outside the area, 
Beaminster Singers will be meeting their most 
demanding challenge yet when they perform JS 
Bach's St. John Passion at St. Mary's Church, 
Beaminster on March 27th. 

Bach composed two passions, the setting to 
music of words about this event in the Gospels 
of Matthew and John. Matthew is the more pop¬ 
ular, John is difficult but much more dramatic, 
undoubtedly Bach's own favourite. 

The reason for this is the realistic and striking 
language in which the writer of the gospel de¬ 
scribes the event, in a way that is unique to the 
four gospels. Bach seizes on this with both hands, 
rising to the occasion with music that is at times 
spellbinding. 

The authenticity of John, who may have written 
his gospel much nearer to the event in time than 
the other three, reaches an extraordinary climax 
in a titanic struggle between the Jewish leaders 
and the Roman governor Pontius Pilate. The Jews 
want Jesus killed, Pilate wants to save him. The 
Jews win the argument by sheer craftiness, de¬ 
picted by Bach in a series of short, frenzied cho¬ 
ruses, interspersed with narrative by the 
Evangelist (a tenor) and beautiful chorales. 

The work concludes with a peaceful and lyrical 
chorus and then a final triumphant chorale. 

No one who comes to the performance can fail 
to be deeply moved by it and to feel a bit closer 
to the meaning of the Good Friday drama. 

The performance is directed by Hilary Kenway 
and features professional soloists and orchestra.

AS one of the leading lights 
that set up Bridport Arts 
Centre, he is no stranger to 
the West Dorset creative 
scene. So it is appropriate 
as he celebrates his 80th 
year Norman Saunders- 
White should return to the 
South Street venue with a 
retrospective of his work. 

It is a wide-ranging selec¬ 
tion taken from his private 
and public collections and 
has been awarded an Arts 
Council award. 

The work itself covers 
everything from his Kitchen 
Sink art of the 1950s to Ab¬ 
straction with much else 
beside. But part of the All- 
sop Gallery exhibition will 
be devoted to a new inter¬ 
active work People, Places, 
Projects and Events. Here 
Saunders-White has added 
his connections to the Brid¬

links. This will form the 
basis of a series of discus¬ 
sions in which to trace the 
effects of community art¬ 
work on the cultural devel¬ 
opment of the area. 
Certainly with nearly half a 
century in West Dorset he 
has been deeply involved 
in its creative advancement 
and has rightly been de¬ 
scribed as a 'cultural cata¬ 
lyst' by Ann Jellicoe in her 
book Community Plays. 

From librarian at the Cen¬ 
tral Library later rising to 
Chief Assistant Librarian of 
Dorset he went on to 
retrain as a teacher and 
eventually taking charge of 
a Combined Arts Depart¬ 
ment in St Osmunds, 
Dorchester. In 1982 he took 
early retirement and was 
able to concentrate on his 


art personally and the 
wider art scene more gen¬ 
erally. 

It was around this time he 
became involved in the 
steering committee that 
help set up Bridport Arts 
Centre and also the Colway 
Theatre Trust community 
plays. 

He set up a small com¬ 
pany after a series of work¬ 
shops called the 
Improvisional Business 
Company, which provided 
alternative, improvised the¬ 
atre in what became BAC. 

This lead to work with the 
Industrial and Domestic 
Theatre Company and Wel¬ 
fare State International. 
With his wife Pat he revived 
Dorchester Youth Theatre 
after a South West Arts 
funded workshop and 
went on to set up and di¬ 
rect Weymouth Pavilion 
Youth Theatre. He is cur-

BOB BUCKLER RACING 


MIZZURKA WIN LIFTS STABLE 


BOB Buckler received just the lift he 
wanted ahead of this week's Chel¬ 
tenham Festival when Mizzurka 
stormed home in the listed Dbs/ebf 
Mares' Standard Open Nh Flat Race 
Final at Sandown on Saturday. 

The five-year-old ridden by top 
jockey A P McCoy beat the odd-on 
favourite Lifestyle into third place 
and in doing so enhanced her 
breeding value considerably. 

Buckler was not only delighted 
with the victory but also the way in 
which she won. 

"It was a terrific win and our plan 
was spot on. Nicky Henderson 
thought his horse (Lifestyle) was un¬ 
beatable when I spoke to him the 
day before. I knew that it would be 
a serious battle from the bottom of 
the hill and so it turned out." 

Buckler who opted for experience 
in booking McCoy to ride her in¬ 
stead of stable jockey Nathan 
Sweeney explained: "There's noth¬ 
ing to suggest that she wouldn't 
have won with Nathan on board, 
but I just felt that she may need AP's 
added strength and experience." 

Always up with the leaders she 
came to take up the running on the 
bottom turn. Having opened a small 
lead she was joined by outsider 
Risaala and Lifestyle as they came to 
the two furlong marker, but McCoy 
kicked on and Mizzurka drew away 
to win by two lengths. 

"That's the sign of a class horse 
that can go away again after being 
pegged back; she was really impres¬ 
sive." 

Not many horses win two bumper 
qualifiers and then the final and the 
win has certainly impressed the 
pundits. 

Winning a listed race means that a 
horse's stud valuation increases con¬ 
siderably and, and in the case of 
Mizzurka, she will command a very 
high breeding fee particularly as she 
is out of one of the top stallions 
Alflora, and her mother Miss Diskin, 
a former Buckler horse also has a 
high reputation. Such horses are 
listed in bold black type in a sales 
catalogue. 

She will not race again this season 
and will be left to mature over the 


summer. She will run over hurdles 
next season with the aim if every¬ 
thing progresses well to be aimed at 
Cheltenham over fences in two 
years time. 

Ethiopia gave the stable a further 
boost on Monday when she got up 
on the line to record her maiden vic¬ 
tory at Plumpton. Having showed 
no real form in her two bumper and 
five previous hurdle races, Nathan 
Sweeney brought the best out of 
her to beat the favourite Count Boris 
by a neck. 

Always there or there about's, she 
made a slight mistake three from 
home but stayed on brilliantly to 
wear down the 5/4 favourite. 

With improving ground the stable 
saddled eight other horses last 
week with a mixed bag of results, 
which made Mizzurka's victory all 
the more sweeter. 

Ballygulleen ran twice in four days. 
After three indifferent runs after two 
victories last autumn, the 8-year-old 
showed more of his old form in fin¬ 
ishing second behind odds-on 
favourite Fine Parchment in a 3 % 
mile chase at Fontwell last week. 
However he then was pulled up at 
Sandown on Saturday after strug¬ 
gling to cope with the ground. 

"He ran to form at Fontwell,"said 
Buckler. "He was beaten by a better 
horse which was always on his tail 
and going to win. 

"The ground was forecast to be 
good at Sandown and so we gave 
him another run. Unfortunately it 
didn't improve as much as antici¬ 
pated and was good to soft and too 
much for him so soon after." 

He couldn't explain Crank Hill's run 
at Exeter when he never really got 
going and finished well down the 
field, whilst Sean Thornton's per¬ 
formance at Fontwell was equally 
disappointing and unexplainable. 

"He seems fine so I have no idea," 
he said of the latter. "He missed the 
break and maybe lost interest and 
was eventually pulled up. I guess we 
should try to make sure he gets out 
in front next time." 

Twelve-year-old I Hear Thunder 
found the 2 mile 5 furlong trip a bit 
quick for him at Wincanton and fin¬ 


ished mid-division. 

"I think I made a mistake in run¬ 
ning him at Wincanton, I should 
have run him at Sandown the next 
day over three miles. At his age he is 
not getting any quicker and they 
were just too quick for him." 

Ready Or Not ran well to finish fifth 
in the Barclays Amateur Riders' 
Handicap Hurdle at Sandown on Fri¬ 
day. "Being a handicap race he was 
giving 101b to the winner and based 
on the penalty of each pound being 
about a length, he would have been 
much closer on level weights." 

River Indus also ran well on the 
same card to finish second in the 
Grand Military Gold Cup Chase. Hav¬ 
ing made a bad mistake at the 
twelfth fence which dropped him 
right on he battled on to finish 14 
lengths second to Scots Dragoon.

JOSH Llewellyn only took 14 minutes to make his 
mark after signing for Dorchester Town just 24-hours 
earlier.

WEYMOUTH EASE TO SIX-TRY VICTORY 


LAST weekend was one on which some clubs 
caught up on outstanding league fixtures. 
Others took part in scheduled league games, 
while one or two had the weekend off. 
Knowing that Bridport were involved in a club 
day and had no game, I planned to take my¬ 
self off to Dorchester where the home side 
were to entertain Swindon in the Dorset & 
Wilts Vase, only to find that this game had 
been postponed and that the club's second 
side were also without a game. I then turned 
my attention to the Chard/Old Sulians fixture, 
but this soon went the same way. 

Weymouth were at home however so I ven¬ 
tured over the hills to watch their catch up 
game against North Dorset 2nd. 

WEYMOUTH 38pts 
NORTH DORSET 2nd 3pts 

THERE was a touch of spring about the day 
when I arrived at the Weymouth ground, with 
some sunshine, but with a sneaky breeze that 
was to interfere with both sides' kicking from 
hand. 

The visitors had both sun and breeze behind 
them initially and the home side did not get 
off to the best of starts, fumbling the drop out 
and conceding a penalty in front as they tried 
to repair the situation. 

North Dorset scuffed the penalty kick how¬ 
ever, and Weymouth cleared upfield and set 
up an attack through winger, Quick who took 
the outside channel to very good effect, only 
for his chip ahead to be scrambled away. 

The home side maintained the pressure 
and, after a kick ahead had been followed and 
the North Dorset full-back caught in posses¬ 
sion, they won the ensuing ruck and number 


eight forward Polly went down the blind side 
and got over out wide for an unconverted try. 

Although trying to play rugby, North Dorset 
struggled early on, not protecting their own 
ball, kicking the ball directly into touch, and 
even kicking penalty awards dead. The home 
side really should have prospered rather more 
than they did and could well have scored on 
at least a couple of occasions during the first 
quarter. 

The final pass went astray however and per¬ 
haps a little over eagerness crept into their ef¬ 
forts and, as so often happens when chances 
are missed, the other side breathes a sigh of 
relief and goes on to the attack. That duly hap¬ 
pened and, after 20 minutes, North Dorset en¬ 
camped on the home line for a good five 
minutes. 

The Weymouth defence coped however and 
finally turned the ball over and cleared up¬ 
field. Eventually the home side converted one 
of its chances and, after a good bout of inter¬ 
passing, skipper and open side Sample got 
over in the corner. Again the try remained un¬ 
converted. 

If the first quarter has seen Weymouth in the 
ascendancy, the second saw their opponents 
doing most oftheattacking.They were having 
difficulty with their place kicking however but, 
with a couple of minutes of the half to go, 
kicked a penalty after a home infringement. 

I thought that Weymouth deserved their 
half-time lead, if only for the chances they had 
created, but matters were, at this stage, far 
from resolved. 

Weymouth certainly started the second pe¬ 
riod the brighter, and had a chance to restore 
their ten point advantage within a few min¬ 


utes, only for Peplow's penalty kick to slide 
wide; and then play deteriorated for a space, 
with each side giving the other bad ball. 

Then Weymouth got the score that, I 
thought, settled the issue, some 15 minutes 
into the half. A wayward kick was gathered by 
winger Quick on halfway, and his crossfield 
run set up the position. He found his col¬ 
league on the right who made good ground, 
and he was on hand to take the return pass 
and run partway towards the posts. Peplow 
signalled his gratitude by adding the extras 
and put daylight between the sides. 

Having now seemingly found the secret of 
scoring tries, Weymouth did so again within a 
few minutes. Again it was scored by Quick, 
after a kick ahead had been followed and the 
North Dorset full-back caught in possession. 
The ball was turned over and Peplow's pass 
found him out wide. Again he ran some way 
to the posts, and again the try was converted 
by Peplow and, at 24-3 ahead. Weymouth 
were away and clear. 

Unfortunately the winger then had to leave 
the field with a knee injury on the hour, and 
took no further part. Although the win was 
now beyond them, North Dorset still had 
quite a bit to offer. They mounted attacks, be¬ 
sieged the home line and even crossed it 
twice, only to be unable to ground the ball. 

After conceding several penalties, and los¬ 
ing skipper Sample to the bin, the home side 
defended stoutly and finally turned the ball 
over and cleared to halfway. 

They really set the seal on the win a few min¬ 
utes later with an excellent individual try by 
scrum half Poole who broke from a set scrum 
in midfield and on the North Dorset ten yard 


line, ran elusively and had the pace to get over 
by the posts. 

Again Peplow's conversion kick was accurate 
and Weymouth were emerging as very much 
the better side in the final quarter as, with five 
minutes left, centre Lewendon was on hand 
to take a scoring pass after a good break by 
full back Allen. Peplow kicked his fourth con¬ 
version of the afternoon to complete the scor¬ 
ing and his side ended the day comfortable 
winners. 

While one cannot argue with a six try, 38-3 
victory, I thought Weymouth were guilty of 
not making the most of their opportunities, 
especially in the first-half. North Dorset for 
their part, although they certainly had their 
moments in attack, could not turn pressure 
into points, and showed themselves to be a 
little brittle when the ball was run at them 
with pace.
